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Historic Preservation State Grant Fund Applications Due January 31, 2023

The South Carolina Department of Archives & History is accepting applications for the new Historic
Preservation State Grant Fund. The purpose of the State Grant Fund is to support historic preservation projects
that benefit local communities through the physical repair and rehabilitation of South Carolina's historic
buildings. Eligible applicants are nonprofit organizations and institutions, local governments, and federal or
state recognized Native American tribes.

Grants ranging from $40,000 to $200,000 will be awarded for the stabilization and weatherization of historic
buildings. A minimum 20% cash match of the Total Project Cost is required. Buildings must be listed as a

contributing resource in a National Register of Historic Places historic district or individually listed in or eligible
for listing in the National Register of Historic Places. Project work must meet the Secretary of the Interior's
Standards for Rehabilitation.

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Tax Credit Spotlight

This month's spotlight features a hipped-roof, masonry building in the Charleston Historic District along East
Bay Street built around 1781 as a three-story wharf building and altered in the mid-19™ century to its current
two-story configuration. In the late 20* century, the building was converted to its present use as a residence.
In 2021, property owner Eric Nofzinger, earned the homeowner historic rehabilitation tax credit for eligible
rehabilitations expenses. He noted the importance of the incentive stating, “The Tax Credit program from the
State of South Carolina was critical to enable the work required to preserve this historic structure for
generations of South Carolinians and tourists from around the globe.” The rehabilitation included stabilizing the
deteriorated roof truss system by sistering wood, steel, and modern strapping to the historic timbers without
replacing any of them; stabilizing the exterior wall system by temporarily and prudently removing the storefront
brackets to secure tie-rods between the 2™ level floor joists and the wall system; carefully removing failed
mortar and stucco without damaging the historic brick and then repointing and rendering the building with
physically and visually compatible mortar and stucco colared with permeable mineral paints; replacing the west
elevation's non-historic primary door with a more appropriate transom and paneled door; and replacing non-
historic window shutters with more appropriate louvered and paneled shutters. For more information about tax
incentives for historic properties visit the SHPQ's Tax Incentives webpage.
